ZANESVIULB, Oct. 2, (Special)—Cor- 
oner D. J. Matthews today filed his 
verdict in the cum of Hiram luStowe. 
who was killed at Trinway tbe night 
of September 2*. Tbe verdict is u 
follows: 


I do find tbat the Mid deceased 
catae to his death by fractures of the 
skull and injuries to his brain by be- 
in* struck by the first section of train 
No. 20 on the Pennsylvania railroad at 
Trinway on tbe night of September 
24,190i Engineer. Oscar B. Farrow 
and Fireman William A. McDonald. 
"1 find that said train, first section 
of No. 20, east bound en tbe Pennsyl- 
vania 
railroad was going through 
Trinwar tbe night of September 84, 
1902. with a defective headligot, bat 
the light reflected was sufficient, on a 
straight tr^ck, such as at Trinway, to 
warn tresspouers or railroad men of 
the approach of tbe train, if using or- 
dinary precaution. 
"I also find tbat tbe engineer blew 
tbe whistle to signal the freight crew 
In tbe yards,and for the railroad cross- 
in^ at a sufficient distance west of 
where Mr. Stowe was bit. to warn 
him of the approach of the train and 
gave him time to tet to a place of 
safety." 
Tbe evidence introduced at tbe 
bearing was conflicting. The agent at 
Trinway swore the engine carried no 
headlight, while tbe fireman and en- 
gineer were just as positive th»t it 
did. The agent at Coshocton te*i i 3ed 
that a headlight was seen, though it 
was defective. 
A theory advanced is that Mr. 
Stowe, who was on his way to con pie 
cars, which were standing on the sid- 
ing near the depot, did not notice tbe 
approach of the engine for the reason 
that be was enaajred in repairing his 
lantern. It is only a supposition tbat 
his lantern bad gone out, bnt the cir- 
cumstantial evidence, indicating that 
it bad, is strong. 


Engineer* Farrow stated at the cor- 
oner's hearing tbas he saar no light at 
all on approaching tbe spot where the 
unfortunate young man met his death. 
The engineer states further that he 
was keeping a careful lookout and ob- 
served two lanterns carried by men at 
a point 400 yards west of where Mr. 
Stowe was killed- The names of tbese 
two men could not be learned. 
The -fact! tbat one railroad man who 
was on'duty at Trinway on the night 
of tbe accident, had his lantern go out

Games Promised. 


From now until Thanksgiving the 
lads with tbe chrysanthemum hair 
will have full sway. Football has 
come to hold a place with Cosbocton 
people and each year the list of admir- 
ers of this kind of sport increases. No 
Thanksgiving will hardly again be 
complete without the game. It is as 
certain an accessory to that, day's pro- 
gram as are the proverbial turkey an: 
pumpkin pie. There is a fascination 
about a genuine "scrimmage" or ''goal 
from the field" which golf, tennis or 
base ball cannot furnish. 
Tbe game is still young in Coshoc- 
ton. To tbe unitiatiated it looks like 
a brutal, rough and tumble fight. 
Every fellow seems to be trying to 
bruise, cripple or kill his opponent, 
or at least out him out of the busi- 
ness. There seems to be no motive, 
system or science about the g-une. 
" Why don't they kick the ball like 
they used to?" remarks the olde* 
spectator. Gradually, however, tbu> 
horror wears off, 
and he begins to see 
how stupid tbe old kicking game was 
He watches each play eagerly am! 
elbows bis way over the side lines »ith 
eyes riveted on tbe ball and clenched 
fists. Before he is aware of it he gives 
vent to a yell and mayhaps swears be- 
neath his breath. Now he is begin- 
ning to enjoy the game and hence- 
forth no business is pressing enough 
to keep bioi away from a game- Be 
becomes a fixture at Riverside park 
on every football day. To those who 
are not acquainted with the rules tbe 
following points may be acceptable. 
The game is played by eleven men 
on a side, and ttey can be arranged ic 
a variety of formations so long as tbt 
players are "on side/' that- is, do not 
get between the ball and their oppon- 
ents' goal line. Tbe team is usually 
divided into seven rushers or for- 
wards, who stand in a line facing their 
seven opponents; a quarterback, who 
stands just behind the line; two half- 
backs, a few yards behind the quarter, 
and a full-back, who stands at Kickn g 
distance behind the half-backs to pro- 
tect tbe goal. 
The ball is started in the exact cen 
ter of tbe field and the side winning 
tbe kick-off must kick ic at least ten 
yards into the opponents' territory, 
the opponents attempt to carry it-bacst 
and are tackled. When the ball comes 
to a full jtop the referee blows, hfs 
whistle and_ the ball is "down." Then 
tbe teams line up for a "scrimmage." 
If the side having the ball advance it 
5 yards in three successive downs or 
carry it back 20 yards they retain pos-
